London, Sept. 9 —A Berlin dispatch to 
tho Standard aaya that In memory of Prince 
Biamarok's uttoranoea, " I earned my diplo- 
matic spura at Erfurt," a number of Erfurt 
admirers have Bent a floral piece in the shape 
of a pair of gigantic spurB to tho Prince. 

The defeat of tho Healyito candidate at 
tho parliamentary olection in tho south divi- 
sion of Korry haB embittered tho strife ln- 
aido the homo rulo party. Had. tho Hoaly- 
ites been victorious in bhh contest, it is 
stated that Justin McCarthy would have ro- 
aignod tho leadership of the party, Now, 
however, both flidoa are in a temper to tight 
to the death. Tho jubilation of tho Ma- 
Carthyites over their victory Is tempered by 
tho evident apathy of tho Iriah peoplo as 
shown by tho smallneas of tho poll in Kerry. 
Tho government ia highly pleased to obsorvo 
tho weakening of tho party which has so 
greatly obstructed legislation by internal 
diosonslon8. The Liberals thomsolvos admit 
that the new parliament has opened ausploi- 
oualy for the Conaorvativea. 

Whilo Lady Henry Somerset haB boon en- 
gaged in looking after a drunkard named 
Jane Cakobread, who haa been arretted for 
drunkenness moro than IJOO times, tho St. 
Pancrae vestry haB been discussing Lady 
Henry Somerset's property. Tho health 
commlaBionor haa recommended the immed- 
iate closing of certain of ber houaeB on 
Charlton Dtroet, Someratown, which wore 
unfit for human habitation, One membor of 
thh board aaeertod that tho lady was con- 
tent to do nothing for tho betterment of tho 
property as long as she received rent, but 
now she watt willing to ou operate with tho 
veatry becauso tho oxpense would devolvo 
upon tho vestry. Another member asserted 
that Lady Henry Somoraeb was slnoeroly 
anxious to improve the conditions of the 
poor, After considering the question tho 
commission's rocommendation was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Bernard Shaw, the well known socialist 
ana novelist, who hao been reporting tho 
Cardiff trades union conference for the Star, 
writes of the manner in which the American 
delegates woro ignored by tho leaders of tho 
congress, upon whoee invitation the Ameri- 
cans bad come. Their reception, Mr. Shaw 
says, compares very unfavorably with the 
reception given Holmes and Burns in Amer- 
ica. "In faot," says Mr, Shaw, "we do 
not do those things well in England. And 
even when Thursday's formal reception came 
tho congress eat up solemnly with tho air of 
being in ohuroh, while the guests carried off 
the occasion much better than tho hosts, 
The visitors must be consummate actors, for 
I do not boliove that the human breast 
could Ij3 so deeply moved by any moral 
event as they were by tbe medals and 
demonstration." 

Le Journal Dob Debate in an article die- 
cuBaing the case of ex-Consul Waller de- 
clares that tho letter written by Mr. Waller, 
which woro seized by tho French authorities 
in Madagascar, have fully proven tho caso 
against him. Le Journal adds: "Mr. 
Waller's protestations will fail to invalidato 
tbe judgment of tho oourt martial. It is an 
unfortunate affair, but what olso coald 
we do ?" 

La Liberto of Paris this aftornoon says 
tbe identity of the uiiocreaab who attempted 
to explode a bomb in the vestibule of Roths- 
childs' banking house in la Bue Lafitto 
Tuesday has been discovered. He was for- 
merly in the omploy of the Northern rail- 
way company and belonga to an honorablo 
fomily. He ia a professed anarohist. Ac- 
cording to La Liberte he was actuated by 
motivos of porBonal revenge for his dis- 
missal from tho Northern railway company 
in his attempt to destroy the Rothschilds' 
bank. 

An agont of the Standard Oil Co. haa ar- 
rived at Baku, Russia, where ho has pur- 
chased a largo quantity of potroioum. He 
has alao purchased thero 8,500,000 pounda 
of orudo naptha. 

Tho Popo has approved the nomination of 
Rov. Dr. Kennedy to borootor of tho Ameri- 
can college in Rome. 

The Glasgow iron market ia greatly oxcit- 
ed and lowor. An enormous business is do- 
ing. 

Tho Cunard steamship company haa in- 
formed tho Associated Press representative 
that negotiations with the continental steam- 
ship lines will be oonoiuded within a fow 
days for tho regulation of the continental 
and Scandinavian steerage traffic When 
the ponding arrangements shall have boon 
oompleted, steorago passenger ratoa will bo 
immediately advanced. 

A portion of a pier at Morecambo, a wa- 
tering place on Morecambo bay, Lancashire, 
collapsed to-day, throwing a large crowd of 
persons into the water. Two persons wero 
killed and a number injured. 

Tho now battloahip Majestic started on 
her trial trip this morning, bub ran aground 
on tho Sands at Spithead.

THE ALASKAN BODNDABY. 

Advantage Which the United J States Expect 
to Gain by the New Surrey— A 
Valuable Territory. 

Baltimore, Md., Sepb. 9. — Rov. Father 
Barnum has recently returned from the 
interior of Alaska, where he sponb four 
yoara as a mlaaionary among bho nutives, 
Regarding tho Alaskan boundary diaputo 
between tho United Sbates and Great 
Britain, he says the " claims mode by the 
British government at the instance of Cana 
dians embraoe a valuable atrip of land, a 
portion of whioh is the key to the vast ex- 
tent of bbo intorior of Alaska and possesses 
rich mineral resouroes. Another portion 
would give them the control of soma fine 
natural harbora, and in tho third place thoy 
would gain ono of the rnosb magnlficonb 
icenlo regions in the world, Glaoier 
Bay, which Is now beginning to be visited 
by thousands from all over tho world 
during the winter months. Although tho Im- 
mense value of this land oannot be accurate- 
ly determined, his knowledge of its geo-

graphical position on the coast showed that 
groat commercial advantages would acoruo 
in the fnlure from its possession by this 
country. It is a long, narrow slice, running 
the whole length of the narrow, irregular 
district of Alaska that is neareBb to this 
oountry, moab temperate in climate, and tho 
only part of the territory settled by any con- 
siderable number of white mon. One lm 
porbant effect of Great Britain's claims, if 
they should be allowed, would be that Great 
Britain would h avo oontrol of tho routn 
whioh is the key to the gold 
fields in the northeast corner 
of Alaska. Theso fields pin out about 
$100,000 eaoh year, bub It has boon stated 
that there aro rich proepeots there yet un- 
worked as well as other mineral resources 
which, when thpy beoome well known, will 
cause oonelderablo Immigration thero. The 
best routo into the interior is from tho head 
of Lynn canal by an ovoiland routo of 
twonty-aoven miloa to ono of tho lakes at tho 
head of tho Yukon river in British territory 
and thence by boat down bho Yukon bo tho 
gold territory in Alaska. Ib is the only 
routo in which the abrupt mountains do not 
obBtruot the way, and should a railway ever 
be built into tho interior it is probably tho 
only routo which ib could follow. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

I t.-Governor Patterson— Hon. Clarko Wallace 
to Meet the Premier at Heginn-Sales 
of Seneca Root. 

WINNIPEG, Sepb. 9 —(Special) -Hon. N. 
Clarko Wallace, controller of customs, passed 
through Winnipeg to-day. It Is understood 
he will raeot the Premier and party at Re- 
glna, where a conferenoo will be held on bho 
aohool quostlon, with a view of making some 
offer of compromise to tho Manitoba govern- 
ment. 

Hon. J. C. Patterson, Manitoba'a now 
Lieutonant-Govornor, arrived at Winnipog 
bills afternoon. There waa no formal recep- 
tion or demonstration, Hia Honor was mob 
at the Btation by members of tho local gov- 
ernment, prominent politioianB and oitizena 
and eaoorted to the Manitoba hotel, where 
he remains during his brief stay bore, pre- 
vious to going East for bis family. Sir John 
Sohultz has beon sworn in to aob as adminis- 
trator for the province In the absence of the 
new governor. 

The sale of seneca root has been very 
proflbable during the past year.

TO KEEP OUT CHOLEEa. 

The Strictest Regulations to Be Enforced 
AgalnBl Japan and Honolulu. 

Washington, Sept. 9.— The treasury de- 
partment has sent a circular to medical offi- 
cers of the marine hospital service, consular 
officers, collectors of customs, state and local 
quarantine officers, steamship companies and 
others concerned, stating that on account of 
the officially reported prevalence of oholera 
In Japan and Honolulu, it is orderod " that 
all unlabeled baggage of steerago pasaengerB, 
including hand baggage, .and all labeled 
baggage of Bald passengers whioh, in the 
opinion of the quarantine officers, shonld be 
diiinfooted, nball be bo treated as provided 
in the quarantine regulations before being 
unloaded." The regulation will also apply 
to any other baggago which the quarantine 
officer may suspect of being infeoted. Dr. 
Wyman, on whoee recommendation tbe or- 
der was issued, telegraphed to the govern- 
ment o (Bears at San Franoiaco and Port 
Townsend. 



TEE SEA.LING CATCH, 

Catch of the N'orth American Company Fully 
Up to the Maximum Limit. 

Washington, Sept. 9 — Lite reports from 
tho seal Islands indicabo that the North 
American Commercial Company have taken 
aboub 15,000 skins, the maximum limit im- 
posed, during tho season closed August 1, 
ReportB recoived early in tho season led to 
tho belief thab thero waa an unusual Bcaroity 
of BoMa on the islands and that the Com- 
mercial Company would not bo able to take 
more than a fraotion of tho quota, but sub- 
sequent reports show that there was no ma- 
terial decrease in the number herding on bbo 
islands Blnce lasb year.

THE SAULT CANAL. 

First Boat to Lock Through Followed by a. 
Steady line of Traffic all Day.

He la 
aBalated by Mr. Chrlatopher Marker, who 
has been in charge of tho dairy at the ex- 
perimental farm, Ottawa, Bince lb was start- 
ed. Meetings have boen held ab Ashcrofb, 
AgasBiz and Cheam schoolhouae, all of which 
have boen woll attended. Tho working of 
the contr ifugal cream separator attracts uni- 
versal attention. Tho maohlne which ia 
asod by the dairy has a capacity of Boparat- 
fng about twenty-five gallons of milk per 
feour. That the work ia efficiently done is 
proved by testing bhe skim milk by means 
of a Babcuck milk toster. Short popular 
RddresBes are given by Mr, Ruddick on vari- 
©ui subjeots connected with dairy work. 
While Mr. Marker is engaged in churning 
the butter Mr. Ruddick explains carefully 
sach dotail of tho proooss and gives reasons 
why certain treatment brings aboub oertain 
Jesuits. Samplos of milk from different 
Cows, wheh toated, showod a wide difforonce 
in point of quality. Meetings will bo held 
on the Mainland until tho 14 Sh inst., when 
the dairy goes to Viotoria to bo present at 
tho exhibition, and afterwards a series of 
mootings will bo held at difforonb points on 
the Island, »e already announced.

THE TREASURY Ob 1 GOD. 

A Society to More Effectively Curry on Church 
Work. 

Evory church has ita aooioty for devising 
and carrying out varioua achemea for raising 
monoy whereby tho work of tho churoh 
may bo oarriod on. Thus our mosb aotive 
Christian workers have in the presonb day 
their time largoly ocoupied in preparing the 
varioua entortalnments now considered bo 
necessary in connection with our churches, 
theao, too, frequently being not at all id 
keeping with the teachings of our Lord 
JeBua Christ. Nor are they always 
financially successful, for when we oonsider 
the amount of labor involved, tho number 
of people contributing by artiolea for bazaars, 
cakos,moatB., etc., for lunch tables or teas, wo 
find that thecoatof getting uptheso entertain- 
moDts is too often far in excess of tho re- 
ceipts aooruing. Beaidea, ib frequently hap- 
pens, through some mistake or mismanage- 
ment on tho parb of an ucluoky member, 
feelings are ongonderod that are not ab all In 
harmony with tho Bplrlt of the Gospel. 
There ib a plan wheroby all this unnecessary 
labor can be avoided, and by bolng gonorally 
adopted the churches would be released 
from tho hoavy financial strain under which 
a majority of them are laboring at tho pre- 
sent time, and that is by adopting what is 
known as tho Treasury of G od, tho members 
of whioh bind themsolveB to the simple rule 
of giving ono-tenth, ab least, of their in- 
comes to tho service- of God and for pious and 
charitable uses. There may be somo who 
do not as yet sea . their way to 
giving a full tenth of their income 
yet approve of the objects. Theao may bo- 
come associate members. The question may 
be asked, why cannot Christian poople be- 
gin this praotioe without being formed into 
A society ? Tho answer ia thab as yet very 
few have done so. Besides, union iB strength 
and the Btrength of one society will help to 
form others and so spread the idea until the 
plan become universally adopted. The 
plan originated in England, where " it ia 
estimated that if everyone gavo a tenth of 
hia income the olaas of iuoome taxpayers 
alone would provide a fund of £60,000,000, 
whiah would float all present charitable un 
derbaklngs and enable them to make new 
and much needed efforts for bhe extension of 
the Kingdom of God." To adopt bhia plan 
will only bo following the divine command 
given by God to h!a ohoson people of old and 
oqually binding upon us ab the present day.

D. ft. Harris, representing the Douglas 
eatato, wrote asking to have the fences along 
Belleville atreet removed to tho now lino at 
once, aa the ownora desire to make sewer 
eonnootlona Immediately, 

(T. VV. Glover wrote uguln from Toronto 
aeking $100 compensation fur having been 
struck by a oar at Victoria Weat. Ho Bftid 
ho had a letter from a promlnont barrister 
of Victoria stating that he could certainly 
recover $500, but being a man of poaco ho 
proferred to settlo quietly. L»id on tho 
table for tho prosont. 

Thomas Stony uakod porrni8alon tore- 
move a monument placed by tho niodical 
profession ovor tho grave of Dr. Ronwick, 
In a lot owned by tho writer, but without 
hia permission. Ho stated that ho had 
novor been paid the funeral charges, the 
persons euppoBed to have been interested 
repudiating the bill; whilo tho aoorotary of 
tho Medico Chirurgloal Society had written 
him pointing out the penalty proscribed by 
law fcr unlawfully removing a tombstono. 
Reforred to cometery committee. 

W. B. C. Mowburn wrote offering a 
building for tho proposod fire Btation in 
Oaklanda district, as ho had heard somo 
objection to tho proposed location He alao 
promised to maintain telephone communica- 
tion if tho city would pay tho expenao of 
$30 neceBBary to extond the system to his 
place. 

W. Dunoan wrote complaining of ill 
treatment by Chief Doaay, who had ordered 
him off No. 3 reel whilo another man waa 
subsequently allowed on, and tho Chief hud 
remarnod to him next day that in San Fran- 
cisco tho call men are not allowed to ride on 
tbo reels, but got to firea the beBt other way 
thoy oan. He asked to bo allowed tho UBual 
privileges or tlso to reeoive an honorable 
discharge. Referred to Ore wardenB. 

Building Inspector Northcott wrote that 
in the opinion of Mr. W. J. Taylor, of 
Eberts k Taylor, tho municipal act contains 
no provision by which St. Louis college 
may bu exempted from taxation. Also ask- 
ing permission to tear down an unsafe 
building on Yates street adjoining the 
pumping elation. 

Superintendent Hutcheson reported that 
he could not put in the additional light or- 
dered for Belton avenue, as tha Victoria 
West circuit la already fully loaded. 

Tenders for wire were opened and found 
to be aa follows, for five milea of No. 12 hard 
drawn oopper wire, weather proof insulation:

Fred. J. Claxton and other property own- 
ers on Fernwood road potitionod for a six- 
foob cement aidowalk from Fort' stroot to 
Pandora avenue, offering to pay tho Bamo 
proportion under tho loaal improvement 
plan as paid by Mr. Dler. Referred to 
street committee. 

A numbor of ratepayers of tho neighbor- 
hood petitioned for a light at tho corner of 
Bota and Alpha streota, aB provided whon 
the oleotrio by law was submitted. Referred 
to light oommittee. 

A report from the fire wardens recom- 
mended that a eito offorod by Watson Clark 
be accepted for the fire station at Oaklands 
in placo of that formerly offered by Mr. 

R«ferttd to firo wardenB together 
with Mr. Mewburn's offer. 

The tirn w„rdouo also reported respecting 
the application of R. Ljdingham for rein- 
a'a'em nt.

Also that 
whon funds aro available, surface drains be 
laid through tho Johnson street ravine pro- 
vided tho property owners agreo to give tho 
city tho necoBsary access through their 
private property. Estimated cost §4,250, 
to come out of the board of health lunds, 
Adopted. 

Ald Cameron, as a question of privi- 
lege, reforred to the Colonist editorial of 
Septomber 7 respecting the award of the 
contraot for sewer pipe, und doolared that 
tho committee had reoeived full authority 
from tho council whon and how to transact 
the bueinoss, and had had a resolution 
passed placing $3,000 to their credit for the 
purpose He claimed that tho action of tho 
committee had been fair and right and that 
this wonld be shown by a report to be pre- 
sented shortly. Aid. Macmillan spoke to 
tho earno effect. 

It waB dooided to have tbo city health 
officer and sanitary officer take leesona in 
milk inspection from tho directors of tho 
travelling dairy about to visit here; and 
Aid. Williams' motion asking leavo to In- 
troduce a milk inspection by-law was agreed 
to. 

Tho building inspector waa formally au- 
thorized to have a number of old buildings 
already reported aa dangorous, pulled down 
as preecribod by law. 

Ai.n. Williams called the attention of the 
council to tho facb that tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Qatboo, a distinguiahed and popu- 
lar gentleman, is In the city, and suggoated 
that ho bo suitably addreBBod by tho cor- 
poration on or before Thursday next. Tho 
aldermon aoo'mod to think thore would bo no 
practical rosults and the matter dropped. 

Tho counoil adjourned at 10:20 to meot on

QUARANTINE. 

Now that the cholera is known to be 
raging in China and Japan and has made its 
appearance in the Hawaiian islands, the 
attention of the dwellers on the Eastern 
side of the continont has been direoted to the 
measures takon on the Paoifio Coast to koep 
out the dread disease. The New York 
Times of the 3rd instant contains an article 
on the negligence and carelessness of the 
health authorities of San Francisco, and 
" their very dungorous evasion of sanitary 
regulations." The Times goeB on to say : — 

In years pasb the Paoifio ports have boon 
proteoted, so long as ordinary sanitary regu- 
lations were observed by the length of the 
trana-Pacifio voyage, bub the time consumed 
in]bransit has recently beenshortened, and the 
presence of oholera at Honolulu now makes the 
distance between San Francisco and an In- 
fected Pacific port less than the distanco be 
tweon this city and the ports of Europe. 
Tho epidemic in the Orient is one of exaop 
tional severity, owing chiefly to the reoenb 
war. It has defied the intelligent sanitar- 
ians of Japan, whose labors were at first no- 
tably successful, and in China the mortality 
is appalling, 40,000 deaths having beon re- 
ported from Pekin for the month of August. 
The crews of foreign war vessels— those of 
the United States exoepted— which have 
been stationed ab Chinese and Japanese 
porta have become infected. While our Pa- 
cfic coast cities may be in no serious dan- 
g"r, tho Belgio incident forcibly suggests 
the expediency of taking in Paoifio harbors 
such precautions as are usod in Atlantio 
ports for defense against infection from the 
ports of European counbrlos. 

The above applies to the pore of Victoria 
quite as much as it does to San Francisoo or 
auy other United States port on the Paoifio 
Coost. Victoria is one of tho gateways, nob 
only of the Dominion but of the whole conti- 
nent. Ib is of bhe utmost importance there- 
fore that ib should be well guarded. The 
Quarantine Officer of bhia port has a mosb 
Important duty to perform as has the Health 
Officer of the city. They should seo to ib 
bhab every preoaution used ab tho Atlantio 
ports for defence against infection should bo 
resorted to here. The health authorities 
cannot be too watchful or too stringent in 
carrying out the law. 



CONSERVATISM. 



Ib is not at all surprising that a great ro 
acbion is going on in Greab Britain in favor 
of Conservatism. The British poople have 
seen bhab tho boastod reforms of bhe pasb, 
whioh were to have stamped out all abases, 
abolished misery and wanb and elovatod and 
refined bho greab mass of the poople, have 
beon all to a groat extent delusions. They 
havo not accomplished what they were in 
bonded to accomplish, and what many hon 
estly bolioved thoy must of nocossity accom 
plish. Parliamentary reform has nob made 
bho politics of tho nation puro and patriotlo; 
bhe extension of tho franobiso has nob had 
bho etteob of educating bho voter so that his 
only consideration in casting his vote is tho 
woll-beiDg of the country ; froe trado haB 
nob madoall olaBses of tho pooplo froe from 
want; popular oduoation has not refined tho 
peoplo or oducatod them morally or intelleo 
fcually far abovo bholr previous oondi tion. It 
has not caused the poople to abandon 
bho vices to whloh they wore addlotcd and 
it haB nob diminished orime. It is soon that 
politically, morally and socially bhe groat 
mass of tho pooplo have nob boon to any oon 
aidorablo oxtent bonofifcted by tho reforms 
that wore to have ronovatod and elovatod 
sooloty. 

Peoplo who aro intelligent and observant 
whon thoy look around them, see that 'the 
bondonoieB of bho time aro nst towards a 
bobber state of things. On tho contrary, 
there aro working in the minds of the 
pooplo unrest and dissatisfaction with tho 
existing Btato of thlugB that bodo ill for the 
peaoo of society — that in faot throaton its 
very oxistenoo. Thoy seo tho wlldesb and 
tbo most immoral thoorios on almost ovory 
oonoelvablo subject boldly advAnood and 
making oonverts by tho thousand. Agita- 
tion to-day strikes far deeper than ib did 



fifty years or so ago. Then it aimed ab 
what was considered political and eoonomio 
abuses ; now ib is social — direoted agalnsb 
bho principles on whioh sooiety is based. 

Sooialiem in all its forms ia openly advo- 
cated by men of almost all ranks and all 
degrees of intellectual power. It is finding 
its way into national and provincial legis- 
latures and ib is to be aeon cropping up in 
municipiil ordinances. It is taught by the 
presB, on tho platform, from the pulpit, on 
bhe stump and at the corners of the streets. 
Capital is represented as the enemy of 
labor, tbo rights of men to tho property 
they have accumulated donied, laws are 
ridiculed and set at defianco, and tho faith 
of men and women in inatitutiona hitherto 
considered sacred undermined. Ia it not 
timo for those who have the good of society 
at heart to consider what ought to bo done 
to preaervo it from disorganisation? Ib ib 
not tho duty of every man ia those dayB to 
do his best to conserve what has haon found 
for generations to bo ncc:ssary to the 
well-being of aooiety ? Old party orioa have 
loab their meaning; old pirty questions have 
beoomo obsolete. Others of Infinitely groat 
or Importance have now to bo conaiderod 
Men are required in thoso dayB, whether 
thoy know it or not, to range themsolvos on 
the side of order or anarchy. Conservation 
or destruction is the work , which mon who 
take an interest iu publio affairs havo to do. 
Good men, thortforo, should make themselves 
sure that thoy are not unconsciously helping 
those whoso ultimate objeob is the destruc- 
tion of society. 

P REN OH AND ENGLISH. 

There aro unhappily sorno persons in Can- 
ada of British extraotion who have unfor- 
tunately oontraotod a dislike to French- 
Canadians. They speak slightingly of tho 
mon of that race and thoy bolievo thab in 
political matters the first care of English 
speaking Canadians should bo to guard 
against French-Canadian encroachment. 
This bibtor prejudioo against French- 
Canadians and all things French-Canadian, 
most probably haa its origin in tho suspi- 
cion, thab in many oases amounts to a con- 
viction, that French-Canadians Cordially 
hate the English and everything connected 
with England and Eoglieh rule. This ia 
perhaps true of a small proportion of 
French- Canadians, as hatred of the French 
Ib felb and cherished by a very 
inconaiderable part of the Engliah-Bpeaking 
population of Canada, bub whon wo oome 
dispassionately to itquire into the feeling 
with which the vast majority of tho men of 
the two races rogard eaoh other we find 
that ib is nob hatred or anything like hatred. 
There Is a passage in the speech of Mr. H. 
C. St. Pierre, a talented and patriotio French 
Canadian lawyer, delivered at the unveiling 
of the Chenier monument, thab expresses 
the feeling entertained by nearly all intelli- 
gent French Canadians with respeob to their 
follow subjects of tbo Anglo-Saxon race. 
Mr. St. Pierre, addressing his compatriots, 
said : 

Let us make it a rule bo learn tho Eng- 
lish language ; leb thab language be taught 
in ovory school ; It is the ossential condition 
of the continuation of our influence. If our 
Laur'.or, of whom wo are so legitimately 
proud, has been raised to the highly honor- 
able stations of leader of Her Majesty's Op- 
position and leader of the great Liberal par- 
ty in Canada, it is because he haB become a 
master of the English language. Would you 
bellevo Laurier to be less a good French- 
Canadian because he haB learned to speak 
with propriety the language of the majority? 
Suroly not. 

" For quite a number among us it would 
seom as if the limits of our country wore on 
ono side the Baie des Chaleurs and on tho 
other the boundary linos of tho Province of 
Ontario. Fronoh-CanadianB, my country- 
men, open your eyea ; look well around 
you ; your country is that immense ex- 
panse of territory whioh stretches from 
one ocean to tho other. It spans with- 
in ita compass the dimensions of a glorious 
empire. This is your patrimony. Every- 
where in this immense territory you aro in 
your own country; you aro at homo. I 
would like to see the denizen of Toronto, of 
London, of Halifax, feel thab he is among 
his own peoplo when in Quebec, in Montreal 
cr Three Rivers, and in a like manner I 
would like to aee bhe Frenoh-Cadadian from 
Quebec or Montreal groetod as a oitizen, as 
a brother, when in Toronto, London, Hamil- 
ton or Halifax. " 

This ubteranoo was thab of a brue Cana- 
dian patriot, let his origin bo what ib may. 
Canadians aro ono poople, and bhe Canadian 
should find himself ab homo in overy parb of 
bhe Dominion. Tho faot that tho Liberals 
of Canada have chosen a Fronoh-Canadian 
as their loador and aro proud of him shows 
in tho aloarosb manner thab a vory largo 
proportion of tho English-speaking pooplo 
of Canada havo oomplotoly ovoroomo any 
race prejudioo that may have oxistod among 
them ; and the high osteom in whioh 
tho Conservatives of tho Dominion 
havo hold and still hold many 
Fronoh Canadian stotosmon, and bho 
oonfidonoo thoy havo roposed in them prove 
cloarly that another great) section of English- 
spoaking Canadians aro nob in any dogrco 
pnjudicod against their fellow subjoots of 
French extraction. There is, no doubt, a 
number of mon in both parties among whom 
dislike of the Fronoh Is to bo found, bub lb 
Is bo be obsorved thab the politicians who 
givo froo eipression to that dislike and on- 
doavor to build up a party on race prejudice 
aro cortaln to fail signally and miaorably 
This is quite- as truo of tho Frenoh haters of 
" Lea AnglaiB " as it is of English-speaking 
agitators against what thoy call «« Fronoh 
domination." They havo againab thorn tho 
good sense, tho goad feeling and the true 
patriotism of tho vast majority of tho 
people, and aro cortaln before long to be- 
oomo discredited.

AUTOMATIC CARRIAGES. 

Tho horseless carriage is hoing discussed 
in tho American newspapers. Thore is no 
doubt of its boing ablo to run with consider- 
able apood on amooth roads for long dis- 
tances, bub ib la atill questionable whether 
iboan be adapted to the rough pavemonts of 
aitioB and tho uneven roads of tho rural dis- 
tricts. A delivery wagon of this kind has 
boon atartod in Now York, but whetbor it is 
to bo a suocoss or cot Is still uncertain. 

It is completely under tho control of tho 
driver. It stopa, gooa alow or fast and 
backs as he diroots. It dooB not Bhy and 
there is no fear of its running 
away. Tho only danger aeema to be of its 
shaking to pioces on rough roads. But then 
tho drivor of tho horseleas wagon must regu- 
late his pace, as tho drivor of tho horso and 
wagon doeB, to tho kindjof road over which 
he drives. No oano d. iver dreams of goiDg 
over a rough road at tho same paoe that he 
drives over a smooth one. The horselosb 
wagon whon tho motive powor is gasolino 
can face a pretty still grado with tho cor- 
bainby of getting to tho top of it without 
stopping. This, ib appears, is nob bhe cato 
when the motive powor is electricity. 

Gasoline is tho host motive powor yob dis- ; 
covered for tho horseless wagon. Four 
quarts of petroleum aro sufficient tor a run 
of twenty miles, and carriages aro furnishod 
with reservoirs whioh contain fuel enough 
for a twenty-four hours' run at fiftoon miles 
an hour. There can bo no doubt thab the 
automatic wagon is a success. Its being 
brought into general use seomB lo us to bo 
only a question of timo.

THE CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS 

Which Have Heralded the Opening of the 
Hunting Season. 

Yesterday morning tho inquest was held 
on the body of Thomas Williams, the un- 
fortunate man accidentally shot dead by 
Wm. A. Rountreo at Prospoob lake on Fri- 
day lust. Praotioally theevidonoo as to the 
shooting was the same as that already pub- 
lished. The chief witnesses were Rountree, 
Mr. Frank Campbell, Dr. Ling and Pro- 
vincial Canstablo McKenna. Tho post mor- 
tem showed that the bullet had taken a 
most extraordinary courBo. Penetrating 
the left shoulder at the nook, it broko tho 
shoulder bone and passed down ; thon do- 
(looting to the right it wonb through both 
lurgs, broko a rib on tho right side, and 
working upwards till it camo to tho 
shonldor, took another twist and lodged 
in the right arm towarda tho elbow. 
The jury brought in a verdiot of accidental 
death, and Rountree, who had been under 
arroBt pending the result of tho inquest, was 
set at liberty again. Williams' funeral 
takes place to-day ab 2 o'clook from Hay- 
ward's undertaking rooms and half an hour 
later from So. John's churoh. 

On Saturday night another shooting acci- 
dent oocurred, aa a resulb of whloh Mr. C. 
E Dickinson, of tho offico staff of R P. 
Rlbhot & Co., Ltd , is now lying at) tho Ju- 
bilee hospital with a badly wounded arm. 
Ho was out at Sooko lake with a companion 
named Gawley, their intention bolng to 
Bboot deer. In somo way Gawloy's gun 
wont off and five buck Bhob 
lodged in Mr. Dickinson's right arm. 

The victim was brought in to the oity and 
taken to tho Jubilee hospital, whoro he 1b 
now fairly on hia way to recovery, somo of 
the shot having been oxtractod satisfactorily, 

The young man Fayotto, who was brought 
down from Claycquob wounded by the acoi- 
dental dlsoharge of his gun, is lying in a vtry 
sorious condition at Sc. Joseph's, his arm 
having been amputated from tho shoulder.

Progress in the Development of the 
Silver Mines iu the 
District. 



The Winter Output of the .Mines Will 
Be a Very Large 
One. 

• 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
The coming winter promises to be the 
most active in tho history of the Slocun 
mining country, which, owing to lack ol 
ohoap transportation facilities and tho 
Trail Creek gold oxoltement, haB boon 
somewhat overlooked by the outside world. 
This winter the entire aspect of things will 
be changed, tho groator numbor of the pro 
duolng mines will have not only railway 
facilities, but railway compotlon, which in 
Itself will secure thorn a substantial profit 
margin over last aoason'd operations. This 
year the mines will not enly have anadvan 
tago on their shipments of high grade ore, 
but thoy will also 1)3 able to ship largo 
quantities of Becond claBS oro whioh hereto- 
fore they have been obliged to mino and 
store, us it would not stand the heavy 
transportation charges previously existing. 

Tho new disooveries at tho foot of Slocan 
lako have attracted a largo numbor of the 
best minere in the district to that 
tion on prospecting expeditions. This faot 
coupled with tne circumstance that 
many others aro ougagod in doing 
BBBOSsmont work upon properties of their 
own, haB created a rather stiff demand for 
good miners which is an excollent indication 
of tho activity prevailing. It is an easy 
thing to understand that with the inoroased 
facilities whioh this soason will give, the oro 
shipments from tho Slooan will vory largoly 
exoeod thoBe of any previous year in its his- 
tory, but evon then tho Bhiptr.entB will give 
but a small indication of the proportions to 
which this industry will in a fow years at 
tain. The sooner this is known by coast 
people the better It will bo for themselves 
if they wish to securo a Bharo in the wealth 
of tho province. There are scores of oppor 
tunities for promising investmonta now 
which will beoome more and more coy and 
difficult to securo as the district becomes 
better known and moro money la offering for 
invostmont. 

In matters ot trade coast houses havo to 
aome extont fcught shy of the Kootonay ro 
tail merchants and tho result has been that 
Manitoba and Eastern Canadian wholesale 
houBes have stepped in and secured the bulk 
of the business and they will nob b 
easy to displace. The board of trade party 
would do woll to look into tho main indus 
try of the country as well as commercial 
matters. The Sloaan Star or tho Silver 
King cannot be purchased for a fow thou 
sand dollars, but there are many promising 
prospects which could be, and tho little 
hardship whioh they would have to put up 
with in going into the country with a re- 
aponaiblo miner to look at likely properties 
would bo more than made np to them should 
they be fortunate in their seleotion. 

In order to see what was being done in 
the billa your correspondent made a trip on 
foot, going in by way of Jackson basin and 
coming out at Three Forks, and he was 
mistaken for ovory olaaa of man from capit 
1 alist to commercial peddler. As with many 
people the mining resources of tho Kootonay 
are summed up in the Silver-King and 
Slocan Star, ib may be of intereat to them 
to read of the many valuable properties one 
paasea in making oucn a trip, to say nothing 
of hundreds of prospeots upon which more 
or lesB work haB been done. 

An hour's good stoady climbing brings 
the Bight-seer to the Northern Bell, owned 
by Jackson, from whom the baBin is prob- 
ably namod. Thore was no one on this pro- 
perty aave the owner, and be waa engaged 
in the vory profitable oooupation of sacking 
oro out of the waste-dump, whero the former 
lesaeeB of the wroporty had thrown ib. He 
had sacked some l'2h tons and expected to 
get aa much moro, whioh would net him 
something over $'2,000, oa . tho oro carries 
somethiag like 85 ounces silver and 75 por 
cent. load. This property wbb worked 
under a loaso with purchasing clause by 
some Seattle men, and by poor management 
ran behind some thousand dollars. To se- 
cure himself Jackson paid off tho obligations 
and waa ro-cstabliehed in possession by the 
courts. Tho lessees wero given six months 
in which to conoludo purchase if they de- 
sired. Thia period will expire in March, 
and if the purchase la not concluded by that 
time Jackson will work tho property him- 
self, aa ib has a very nice showing and 
should pay well. 

Climbing up lo tho top cf tho divide, 
something like 8,000 feet, tho trail swings 
round to tho right, along the side of what 
some call tho Noble Five mountain. 
A short distance from the divide 
y u come upon tho Blue Bird mine, a prop- 
erty whioh haB mado considerable shipments 
and in which there are aome 500 feet of tun- 
neling. They havo not commenced work 
thia season, though they havo a vory good 
property. 

Lowor down on tho same hill is tho Good- 
enough fraotion, which was discovered by a 
party of five who wore walking along the 
trail. Tho party conaiated of Mosara. Whit- 
tier, Thompson, Kemp, Martin and Good- 
enough. They ran a tunnol in upon tho 
lodge and camo across a very rlch|pay streak, 
whioh though small OBsayod vory high in 
silver, carrying somo 700 ouncoa to tho ton. 
In driving their tunuol 05 foot they took out 
suflioient oro to pay all oporating expenses, 
eroct necessary living quarters, build a trail 
and lcavo a profib ot §5,000 Thoy have 
seven men ab work now, and expect to chip 
80 tons of oro thtB winter. 

Aboy e and adjoining this Is the Ruecau, 
the valuo of whioh was considerably en- 
hanced by the finding of tho Goodonough 
lodge, whioh runa into tho Ruootiu 
ground. John M. Harris is man- 
aging this proporty, end ho has some 
20 men at work getting things in shape for 
the winter, when tho foroo will bo doublod. 
Thero aro some 500 fcot of tunneling on this 
mine, and heavy shipments will bo mado 
this wintor from both the original Rueoau 
and Goodenough ledges. Ooo carload of 
tho latter oro gave a return iaat year of 
$9,000. 

Nob far from thi Ruooau, on tho same 
mountain, is tho Doadman, where Messrs 
Cutter & Miller havo a dczau mon blocking 
out work for tho winter. Thoy have somo 
270 toaa of carbonates ready for shipment, 
tho aBsay value of which ia about 250 our. cos. 
Their shipments this year will greatly ex- 
ceed those of laBt to ison. 

The noxb mine in lino of travel is tho No- 
ble Five group, from whioh tho mountain 
has been given its name. Ib was ono of the 
first groups looatul in tho Slooan, and com- 
p-iooa soveral full-siz d claims. It has 
»>ro work done upon it than any othor 
property In the country, excepting the Slo- 
o>n Star, and the owners expoot to shipovor 
J. ,000 tons of oro thia season. There aro but 
18 men employed on the mino, but 
things are ao arranged that thoy 
will bo t bio to make a wonderful showing 



when they commence atoping. Tho greater 
part of the work on this group has been done 
upon tho Bonanza King and World's Fair.gJ 

Higher up the mountain side lies the Last 
Chance. Jack O'Regan haa oharge of tho 
work upon this property, upon whioh tho 
famous Btriko waa mado last year. An in- 
cline shaft was run down upon tho lodge 
with a carbonato allowing, which at 10 feot 
depth, widened to ono foot of solid ore, and 
at a dopth of 100 feot showed scmething 
over two foot of solid fire with throe feet of 
concentrating ore. Work la now being 
pushed upon a tunnel to tap thia ledge ab n 
lower ltvel. It is oBtimated to strike tho 
lodge at a distance of 200 foot and is now in 
aomo 150 feet. In tho last ten foet of tho 
tunnel a streak of carbonates and ore mixod 
haB como in. The olean oro averages 190 
ounoos silver and runa from 70 to 80 per 
cont. lead, and the vein filling runs about 
100 ounces. There aro ton men at work on 
tho Last Chance, bub there Is accommoda- 
tion prepared for thirty, and when tho 
lodgo ia struck in the lower tunnol 
it is likely that tho full numbor will be put 
to work. A shipment; of elghtoen tons wsb 
mado from this property lost month to 
mako room for an ore heme. Thia proporty 
is admirably situated, being within two 
milea of tho K. & S. and tho C. 1'. R. rail- 
ways, and tho same oan bo said for the othor 
properties upon the same mountain Bido, 
thero being very little dlQeronce in point of 
distance from railway facilities. Nearly all 
of them havo plentiful water aupplioa for 
domeatia purposes, which it. many instances 
ia laid on in pipeB from the mountain springs 
to tho living quarters at tho mine. 

Twenty minutes walk up tho mountain 
from the Last Chance there io a doop Baddlo 
botwoon a peak on tho Noblo Fivo mountain 
and what hue boon called tho Leo peak. 
From this Baddlo a trail leads to the tunnol 
of tho R. E Lee mino, which is driven to 
tho face of sheer rooky blulf, tho waste from 
tho dump following noarly 100 feot before it 
strikeB anything in ita descent. Tho Leo 
made a shipment of a car load last wock 
and will work all wintor with a f otco of aboub 
eight mon. There is aome talk of driving 
another tunnol from a lower lovol whioh 
will be more oaaily reached. Tho company 
haaorected new quarters for tho mon on tho 
oppoaito aide of ttie aaddlo from tho tunnol, 
which will be of greater oonvonlonoo. Tho 
Leo at present ships through tho McGuigan 
basin. 

To take a abort cub into the Ruby Silver 
basin you retrace your stops past tho Last 
Chance and climb a large slide, tho eummit 
of which ia aaid to bo considerably over 
8,000 feet, and from which you can look 
down into tho Ruby Silver basin. The 
Ruby Silver, from which tho basin takes its 
namo, haB nob commenced operations as yet, 
but the Surprise and Antolno are getting 
ready for tho season. 

On tho Surprise there aro ten mon work- 
ing. This year thoy will have thoir living 
quarters close to the mino, the erection of 
which is being proceeded with. There is a 
oarload of oro ready for shipment, which 
will go out in a few days. Tho property is 
being opened up more fully, a wing being 
sunk and tho tunnel being drivon further. 
The mino will bo worked all winter, and as 
they have a good sized ore body considerable 
shipments will be made. 

Thore are four men working on the 
Antoine getting winter quartora ready. 
Last aeaaon this property shipped somo 
seventy-six tone, and ib is quite probable 
that this will be doubled this winter. Thoy 
have from six inches to a foot of high grade 
oro in the upper tunnel of thia mine. Work 
at present is being done on a lower tunnol, 
which is now in aomo 125 feet and has ore 
In sighb all tho way. They expect to work 
a dozen men thia wintor and are orecting 
accommodations for that numbor. 

By orossing another summit behind the 
Ruby Silver basin and coming down a slide 
you get into the best bioin. In thia basin 
aro located somo famous dry ore properties 
of wonderfully high grade, such as tho Dar 
danelles, Antelope, Best, Rambler and 
Tiger. Work haa not yet boon commenced 
this season upon tho two first mentioned 
Somo hoisting and pumping machinery ia 
neoosaary in the Dardanelles. The Best 
has been tied up by libigation, whioh intor 
fered with its working for tho past two 
years. Thero are two men ab work upon ib 
now and thero is a likelihood that 
it will ba worked this winter. It has some 
wonderful ahowings upon it, and the ship 
montsmade from ibln 1892 gavo vory high 
returns. Int. ugh a email sized claim ib is 
looked upon as ono of the fino things of the 
dlBtriot, having no fewer than oighb different 
lodgoa exposed, any ono of which would 
mako a very tidy property. 

Overlapped to somo extent by tho BsBt, 
aro the Rambler and Tiger, owned by Diok 
Shea, Phil Asplnwall aud McClurg, which 
proportiea have tho samo ledgea as aro ex 
posed on tho Best. This property hao but 
rocontly got out of the courts and work Ib 
boing done upon lb now for tho first time. 
Thoro are four men working on it now, and 
thoy havo taken out a car load of high grade 
oro whioh will bo shipped at once. The 
erection of winter quartora will bo com- 
menced and the proporty will bo worked all 
wintor. 

Thoro ia a movoment on foot to havo the 
government construct a wagon road for 
about three miles from tho K & S. railway 
croaalng at McGuigan orook up into tho Mo- 
Guigan basin and on toward thoBest basin. If 
this was dono tho mines in the threo basins 
oould by the construction of small spur 
roade, connecting with tho trunk road, so- 
ouro excellent transportation facilities for 
tho produots of thoir minco, and tho samo 
might give on inoentivo to many othor prop- 
erties to commence work. 

The abovo properties arc comprised in but 
ono section of tho Slocan district. The Btago 
does not pass them, hut they oan bo aeon in 
a couple of days if ono is not afraid o( aomo 
stiff olimblng. Of the others— but Ihab is 
another Btory which will do for another timo.

THE "BEATEICE" SEIZED. 



Latest Exploit of the Celebrated U. 
S. Revenue Cutter 
"Hush." 



Auother Sealer Reported to. Have 
Been Captured— Au Addition 
to the Fleet. 



For an alleged violation of the Bahrin'g 
Sea award act) of 1S94, the Vancouver aoal- 
ing schoonor Beatrice, Capt. Louis Olson, is 
now in port under seizure. She reached 
hero Sunday ovoning and according to hor 
crew was Beizad on August '20 to the south- 
ward of the Islands and a good 29 milos 
outsido of the prohibitod zone. But it was 
not for being in proscribed waters that) the 
unlucky craft was placed under seizure. Ar- 
ticle 5 of the regulations reads : 

" The masterB of the vessels engaged in fur 
seal fishing shall ontor accurately in thoir 
official logbookB the dato and place of oaoh 
fur-seal fishing operation, and also the num 
ber and sex of the seals captured upon eaah 
day. These ontrioe shall be communicated 
by each of the two governments to tho othor 
at) the end of eaoh fishing season." 

Collector A. R. Milne saw tho importance 
of this article early in tho year and appro- 
honBiva that sufficient attention would nob 
be paid to it, drew ovory scaling 
captain's attention to it, going so far oven 
as to put a aroas opposite it in every license 
issued. Tho Beatrice cleared from hor homo 
port, Vancouver, but probably got similar 
warning when she left tho Terminal City. 
Captain C. L. Hoopor, commander of tho 
U. S. Behring sea fldot, was the oflicor who 
caused the Beatrice to corns to Victoria. 
After seizing the ve Biol tho revenue cutter 
Ruih took her in tow and stsrted i'jr Ouna- 
laska. There Bho mot EI. M.S. Pheasant and 
the schoonor was handed ovor to tho British 
cruiser. Lieut. -Commander Garforth, not 
wishing to assume aoy responsibility in the 
matter, immediately ordeiod tho achooner 
to Victoria, ib being the following day after 
tho aoizure that he had this duty to perform 
Tho order waa to prooood direct to Victoria 
and report to the collector of customs. The 
report of the seizure and also tho 
official leg book wore forwarded under seal 
to the commander in-chinf of the North Pa- 
olfic naval station. It was late in the day 
when Mr. Milne waB formally informod of 
the seizure, and ho thereupon immediately 
placed an officer in ohargo of tho vessel and 
also wired the Ottawa officials in regard to 
the matter. One of the crew of the Beatrice 
brings word of still another seizure, that of 
Captain Grant's schooner Aiaoka, which Is 
now supposed to be on her way here for 
hunting ipside ono of the protected zones. 
This report the Beatrioe man said camo 
from the San Franoiaoo schooner Effinger. 
Up to tho time the Beatrice loft the Sea tho 
catcher reported wore aa follows : Maud S., 
800 ; Dora Siewerd, 800 ; Agnea Maodonald, 
700; Mascot, 140; Carlotta G. Cox, 9; 
Triumph, 700; Sapphire, 600; and Minnie, 
120. Tho Mary Ellen and Enterprise wore 
also spoken, and the former is reported hav- 
ing hard luck. Hor Indian crow had taken 
aicK after leaving home and three of them 
died at sea. Tho Boaling weather so far in 
the Sea has boon fairly good, and had it not 
been for her seizure tho Beatrice would no 
doubt have had by this time a pretty good 
catoh. An it is ahe has 204 skins. The 
Beatrice belongs to Charles Loring, of Van- 
oouver. but her local agents aro Robb. Ward 
& Co., Ltd. 

A NEW ARRIVAL. 

Having left Halifax, N S , seven months 
ago, the schoonor Carrie C. W. — whioh has 
been reported aj on hor way here to join tho 
Victoria sealing fleet — Balled into Royal 
Roads yeBterday morning and to day will 
probably make her appearance in port. Her 
long trip is acoounted for by delays through 
accidents, the most serious of which was the 
losing of a seaman named Morgan Messor- 
vey. He was washed overboard shortly be- 
fore the Bchooner reached Barbndoea, where 
ahe cilled to repair damage reoeived early 
un her voyage, dipt. Fulton, master of tho 
sahooner, brought the vessel out on hia own 
account. He had intended going to Behring 
sea this year, but owing to hia late arrival 
that is impossible, Hia appearance in port 
was quite unexpected by local sealers, who 
were under tho Impression that he had gone 
direct to tho Asiatic coaBt. The Carrie C. 
VV. is a fine schoonor of 92 tons register; 
was built ab Mahone bay, and is six years 
old. She is the socond of a trio of sealers 
whioh started this spring from Eastern 
Canada to enter the sealing business on this 
coast. 

THE "HYACINTH" OFF FOR HOME. 

H.M.S. Hyacinth, Capt. May, loft Es- 
quimau yesterday at noon on her return 
home. Age was beginning to toll acainBt 
hor as a seaworthy vessol and consequently 
ahe was becoming unfit for long sea voyogos. 
Since hor assignment to tho Pacific station 
some years ago she has dono considerable 
work in Southern watorfl, hor economical 
running expenses being greatly in her favor. 
Capt. May, and in facb nearly every officer 
on board, was vary popular and It Is tho 
general opinion that ho will bo appointed to 
tako command of a larger oruisor when ho 
returns to England. 

HERE FOR AN OVERHAULING. 

The American bark Enoch Talbot, 1,194 
tons, arrived in Esqulmalb yosterday morn- 
ing to go on tho marino railway for an over- 
hauling before proceeding to Vancouvor, hor 
port of destination. She came acroBS from 
Port Aogelea in tow of tho tug Rainior, hav- 
ing arrived there from San Francisco on Sun- 
day. Owing to tho ways being ooouplod by 
the steam collier Wellington, lb is thought 
h3r ovorhouling will havo to bo doforrod and 
that aho will procood at once to Vancouvor 
for her lumber cargo. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The work of loading tho etoamship Straits 
of Dover with lumber has boon aompletod 
at the Tacoma mill, and as soon as tho vessol 
fills her bunkers aho will start on her long 
voyage to South Afrloa. The lumber la 
piled up high on hor dooka and her cargo is 
exooptionolly largo. 

Ths U.S. lighthouso tendor Columbino, 
Captain RlchardBon, always a welcomo vis- 
itor, came to onohor In the inner harbor on 
Sunday afternoon, and iofb this morning for 
Seattle. She has been visiting the light- 
houses in the Straits and Sound, with In- 
spector Farenholt aboard. 

The George E. Sbarr la making two trips 
for the Roiaila whilo tho latter is receiving 
freBh paint aad slight ropairs to hor machin- 
ery at Seattle. It Is the expectation that 
tho popular City of Kingston will resume 
her run on Thursday or Friday, after a two 
weeks' rest and general ronovation. 

Tug Wanderer camo ovor from Port An- 
geloB yeBterday morning for the bark Omega, 
which was lying in Esquimalt. Thu bark 
loads lumber at Port Blandly for Shanghai, 
hor home port.

DORRANT'S TRIAL. 

Nothing Startling to lie Ottered by tho De- 
fence— Some of the Points of the 
Proflecution. 

San Francisco, Sept. 9. — According to 
tho present programme of the attorneys tho 
trial of Theodore Durrant will bo on ouly 
three days of this week. It is the purpoao to 
adjourn on Thursday until the following 
Monday. This is a concession to tho de- 
fence. There ia very little question now 
that the dofence has nothing of a startling 
nature to introduce. Durrant haa no sen- 
sations to spring. Ho will claim that he 
was at Dr. Cheney's lecture and will pro- 
duce notes to prove his assertion. Graham 
will show how eagorly he wantod these 
notes ond absolute proof is availablo that a 
representative of the dofence mado a copy 
of Glasier'a notes whioh woro left in the 
poliee oourt. 

Durant may venture to say that ho walked 
homo from tho college to tho ohurch and it is 
within the range of possibility that ho will 
produce some one who will swoor that ho 
saw him. Tho prooocution will have some- 
thing to say on that score- It will place 
upon tho atundoue of Durant'a classmates, who 
will swear that Durrant asked him if ho did 
not remember talking to him on the after- 
noon of April .'5 near the college. At first 
the young man thought he had dono so, but 
further recollootion convinced him that he 
did not, and Durrant was so informed. Ono 
of tho strong pointB of Durrani's defense 
will be an attaok upon the police, not in any 
particular phaso, bub upon general princi- 
ples. 

Henry J. Shalmount is to bo one of the 
most interesting witneBSOS who will bo placed 
on the stand by tbo prosecutors of Durrant. 
As already explained, tho prosecution will 
endeavor to traco in accurate and logical de- 
tail the lives of Theodore Durrant and 
Blanahe Lamont for a day, which, however 
ono may view it, was a fatal ono for both. 
When the tiresome and dreary preliminaries 
have been finished, Shalmount will take the 
witness chair to give dramatic interest to 
tho trial. It waa he who first saw Blanche 
Ltmonto and Theodore Durrant together on 
the day Durrant and Miss Lamont rode to- 
gether ou the car of which ho was conduc- 
tor, the day of the murder. Miss Lamont 
waa then on her way to school.

From 
the evidence given it appears that Bolvln 
paid O'Sullivan §125 for a half interest in 
the Lindsay branch on representations made 
by him that ho had promises of 188 pupils. 
About fifteen pupils was all that ever panned 
out and tho college oloaed down in dno timo 
and was removed to Barrio, where Boivins 
was given half Interest. The case was post 
poned until Tuesday next." 



VISITING VICTORIA. 



Lieut.-Oovernor Chaplean. of Quebec, 
and Party Are iu the 
City. 

Delighted With the Growth and Pro- 
gress of the Pacille 
I Province. 

Hon. Joseph Adolphe Chapleau, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Quebec, Madame Chapleau, 
Hon. Joseph Royal, formerly L'outonant- 
governorof the Northwest, undM. Kleczkow- 
Bki, con8uI-general for France in Canada, 
arrived in Victoria on Sunday night and 
will remain at the Driard till Friday 
morning. The party have travolled from 
Montreal, their object being to visit the 
Northwesb and British Columbia. 

Lioutenant-Govarnor Chapleau yesterday 
expressed himself as highly delighted and 
surprised with tho wondorful progress mado 
by tho WestBinoo hia laBt viait in 1881, when 
he came aa commiaBlnnor to investigate 
and report on Chinese immigration. 
Coming through the Northwost he had an 
opportunity of soeing the harvesting of tho 
groat whoat crop and noted with pluasuro 
tho substantial growth of Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary, and othor places, At Winnipeg the 
party woro guests of Lleut.-Governor 
Sohultz, and at Regina Lieut. Govornor 
Mackintosh wbb thoir hoat. 

Yeatorday morning Lieutenant Govornor 
Dewdney called upon tho party and the visit 
was returned iujtho afternoon. An opportun- 
ity was taken to inspect, among other places 
of intorest, the now parliamonb buildings, 
which Hon. Mr. Chapleau coneidors are, 
arohltooturally, models of what provincial 
buildings should bo. 

For tho Paclfio Provinoo Mr. Chapleau ox- 
proBsed particular admiration, and oppor- 
tunity waa taken of visiting Westminster 
and Vancouver before coming on to Victoria 
— " the pearl of the province," aa he grace- 
fully termed it. The trip ia entiroly ono 
of pleasure, Mr. Chapleau said. Ho want- 
ed to Bee how this part of Canada waB pro- 
greasing, 

To-day the party will call upon tho Ad- 
miral and dine at Government Houbb in the 
evening. 

M. Kloozkowskl has hold many important 
positions in tho Frenoh diplomatic ranks, 
and while consul in Egypt was present 
at the bombardment of Alexandria by the 
British fieot in 1882, and was afterwards 
ono of the delegates to tho Indemnity con- 
vention. He is particularly impressed with 
tho wonderful size of the timber in this pro- 
vince and belioves that a successful trade 
might be done with Franco in largo lumber. 

Hon. Mr. Royal, besides being a politician 
and lawyer, is one of the most prominent of 
Frenoh Canadian journalists and writers. 
He Is at president editor of La Minervo, of 
Montreal.
